EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Department of Personnel and Training had issued 
infractions in Tune and in October, 1988 to the effect that 
while fixing the pay of re-employment pensioners w.e.f. 
1-6-19R8 the pension equivalent of gratuity may not be deduc¬ 
ted from the pay so fixed. It has also been stated in the orders 
that the benefits of non-deduction of pension equivalent of 
gratuity may also be extended to the persons already rc-em- 
ploycd prior to 1-6-1988. Hence, it has become necessary to 
give constrn.ctive effect to the proposed amendment of the 
rules.

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may 

be called the Directorate of Plant Protection, Qua¬ 
rantine nnd Storage (Ministerial Group ‘C’ post's) 
Recruitment Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Initial constitution :—All persons working against these 
posts in the Directorate of Plant Protection, Quarantine and 
Storage, on a regular basis on the date of promulgation of 
these rules shall be deemed to have been recruited under 
these rules. The combined seniority list of Lower Division 
Clerks/Store Clerk/Record-Keepers/Laboratory Assistant! 
Laboratory-cum-Store-Keeper be prepared with refeience to 
the datos of regular appointment in the respective grades 
without disturbing their inter-so seniority.

4. Method of recruifmont, age limit, other qualification!, 
etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualification and 
other matters relating to the said posts, shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification :—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has ontered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eli¬ 
gible for appointment to the said post's :— 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis¬ 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and that there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of (his rule. 

6 . Power to relax.- Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. it may be 
order and for reasons to be recorded '11 writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these Rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Schedule Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, the 
Ex-servicemen and other special categories of persons in ac¬ 
cordance with the orders issued by tec Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to he recorded m writing and In consul¬ 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations,

G.S.R. 358.—Tn exercise of the powers conferred l-y the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Geological Survey of India (Class III Technical posts)

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage, is permissible under the personnel law 1 
applicable to such person and other party to the marriage 
and that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government Is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or exped'ent so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6 . Saying:—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit, and other concessions required to bo 
provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special cate¬ 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 359..—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 109 of the Constitution and in supersession

4. Disqualifications:—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible; for appointment to the post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the persona') law appli¬ 
cable; to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
[he opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall effect reservation*, 
relaxation of age-limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
Servicemen and other special categories of persons, in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued bv the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.
